i oet, to fee him at thofe hours, in which he would be moft at leafurc. Alter this Mr. Spen- 
fer • , by degrees, fo far gain'd upon him, that he became not only his Patron, but his 
Friend too ; entred him at Court, and obtain'd of the Queen the Grant of a Pennon to him 
as Poet Laureat .- But in this , his Fate was unkind ; for it prov'd only a Poetical Groat, 
the payment , alter a very ftiort time , being llopt by a great Comceliour , who 11 d 
more the Queen's Profit than her Diverfion, and told Her, 'twas beyond Example to give

cat a lVnrion to a Ballad-maker .» Of This, the grieved Poet thus complains in fo. 
tie Mufes :

How much deeper his reienrment wrought in Mother Hubbard's Tale, may appear to thofe that 
lilt to read it with rc/lcclion. 

He was in great eftccm, and good favour with many of the Nobility whom he Celebrates 
in his Honorary Vcrfes, and encourag'd by their kindneft, he continued in Town, a Poet 



recall'd, y*r//-«r Lord Grey of Wilton, was chofen to that Employment, to whom Mr Spenfer 

was recommended for Secretary. Shortly after, for his Services to the Crown lie had bcltow'd 

upon him by Queen Elizabeth $ooo Acres of Land in the County of Cork : There he finiiht 

the latter part of his Faery Queen, which was foon after Unfortunately loft by the diforder and 

abufc otlus Semnt, whom he had fent before him into England, being then (in the Rebellion 

of the Earl of Defnond) a rebelhbus (as Camden's words are) c Laribiis ejefhu, & bonis (do- 

liatus ■ His Houfe .was mKincolman, the River Mulla, fo often celebrated by him, runnL 

through h« Grounds. In this ih pofturc of his Affairs lie returned into England, where hi 

his loiTes redoubled by the lofi of his generous Friend Sir Philip Sidney; And thus, yielding 

to the imprdlions t a Fortune obftmatcly adverfe to him, he died, without the help of any 

otherDilcafefave a broken Heart ; and was Buried in the Collegiate Church at Wcfiminftcl 

near the renowned Chaucer (as himfclf defired) at the Charge or the moft Noble Robert Earl 

cf tjfex , m the year i c 9 6.

By enlamglc of which excellent Poets, I labour to 
pourtraict in Arthur, before he was King, the image of a brave Knight, perfected in die twelve 
private moral vcrtues, as Arijlotle hatli deviled, the which is die purpofe of thefc firlt twelve 
books: which if I find to be well accepted, I may be perhaps encouraged to frame the other 
part of politick vcrtues in his perfon, after that he came to be King. 

To fome I know this method will feem difplcafant, which had rather have good difcipline 
delivered plainly in way of precepts, or fermoned at large, as they ufe, than thus clowdily 
enwrapped in Allegorical devifes. But fuch, me feem, lhould be fa'tisfied with the ufe of theie 
days, feeing all things accounted by their mows, and nothing elteemed of, that is not delight- 
ful and pleafing to common fenfe. Forthiscaufcis Xenophon preferred before Plato, ,fbr that 
the one in the exejuifite depth of his judgment formed a Common-wealth fuch as it lhould be ; 
but the other, in the perion of Cyrus and the Perjians, falhioned a government fucji as might 
belt be : So much more profitable and gracious is doftrine by enlample, then by rule. So 
have I laboured to do in the perfon of Arthur : whom I conceive, after his long education by 
Timon Q to whom he was by Merlin delivered to be brought up, fo foon as he was born of the 
Lady Igray»c~)to havefeen in a dream or vifion the Fa/ry Queen, with whofe excellent beauty 
ravi/hed, he awaking refolvcd to feek her out : and fo being by Merlin armed, and by Timon 
throughly inltru&ed, he went to feck her forth in Fairy Land. In that Fairy Queen, I mean 
Glory in my general intention : but in my particular, I conceive the molt excellent and glorious 
perfon of our Sovereign the Queen,and her kingdom in Fairy Land. And yet in fome places elCc, I

Iren. Many more, God wot, have there been ;in which principal parts have been rent and torn afunder, but 

And yet the Rebellion of TJjomasfitz Garret did well-nigh, 
ih-ctchit kit mtoall parts of Ireland. But that which was in the tffie of thc Government of the Lord'G'ny, 
wiulurely no RIs general than all thofe, for there was nopart free from thc contagion, but all conlpired in one, to 
calf off their lubjedfion to thc Crown of England. Nc vcrthelefs thorough thc moft wife and valiant handling of 
that right noble Lord, it got not the head which thc former evils found ; tor in them thc Realm was left i ike a Ship 
tn a ftorm,amidft all the raging (urges, unruled, and undirected of any : for theyto whom flic was committed, 
either tainted in their labour, or forlook their charge. But hc( like a moft wife Pilote,) kept her courfe carefully, 
and held her moft ftrongly even againft thofe roaring billows, that he lately brought her out of all; fo as long 
alter, even by the (pace of Twelve or Thirteen whole years, Ihc road at peace, thorough his only pains and excel- 
lent mdurance, how ever envy lift to blatter againft him. Butof this we fhall have more occafion to fpeak in an- 
other place. Now ( if you pleale ) let us return again unto our firft courfe.

produce; whichihhey Ihall be corrupt, how can there ever any light of die truth appear ? Whutremedv 
there for this evil, but to make heavy Laws and Penalties againft Jurors ? ' 

Iren. I think lure that will do finall good ; for when a People be inclined to any vice, or have no touch f 
Confciencc, nor fenfe of their evil doings, it is boorlefs to think to reftrain them by any penalties or fear of punilli- 
menr, but either the occafion is to be taken away, or a more underftanfling of the right and ftame of the fault to 
he imprinted. For if that Lta/rgus fliould have made it death for the Lacedemonians to fteal, they bring -\ 
People which naturally delighted in Health ; or if it fliould be made a capital crime for theFlemmin^stohc taken 
in drunkenneis,_thcre Ihould have been few Lacedemonians then left, and few Flcmmings now. So jmpoiTible it is 
to remove any fault lb general in a People, with terrour of Laws, or molt fliarp reltrainrs. 

Endow What means may there be then to avoid this inconvenience ? for thecale fecms very hard. 

Ircn. We arc not yet come to the point to devife Remedies for the Evils, but onely have now to recount them • of 
the which, this which I have told you is one defect in the Common Law. } 

EikAw. Tell us then (I pray you) further, have you any more of this lore in the Common Law ? 

Am By rehcarfafof this, I remember alfb of another like, which I have often obferved in Trials, to have 
wrought great hurt and hindcrancc, and that is, the Exceptions which the Common Law allowcth a Fellon in his 
Trial; for he may have (as you know ) 5-6 Exceptions peremptory againlhhe Jurors, of which heflullfliew no 
caule. By which fhift there being (as I have (hewed you) fo finall ftore ofhoneft Jury-men, he will either put off his 
Trial, or drive itto fuch men as(ocrhaps) are not of the fbundcftfbrt, by whole means, if he can acquit him/elf of 
the crime, as he is likely, then will he plague fuch as were brought lirft to be of his Jury, and all fuch as made 
any party againft him ; and when he comes forth, he will make their Cows and Garrons to walk , if he do no 
other harm to their perfbns. 

Eudox* This is a ilie devife, but I think might fbon be remedied ; but wc muft leave it a while ro the reft. In the 
mean-while, do you go forwards with others. 

Ircn. There is another no lefs inconvenience than this, which is, The Trial of Acceffories toFel1'>ny; for by 
the Common Lav/, the Acceflbries cannot be proceeded againft, till the Principal havereceived his Trial. Now 
to the cafe, how it often fallethout in Ireland, that a Health being made by a Rebel, or an Out-law, the ffoln 
goods arc conveyed to fbme Husbandman or Gentleman, which hath well torake to, arid yet liveth moll by the 
receipt of fuch Healths, where they are found by the Owner, and handled ! Whereupon the Party is perhaps ap- 
prehended, andcommittedtoGaol,or put upon Sureties, till the Sdlions ; at which rime, the Owner prefening 
a Bill of Indictment, provcth fufficicntly the Health to have been committed upon him by fuch an Out-law, andro 
have been found in the poflcfllonof the Prifbncr; againft whom, neverthelefi, no courfc of Law can proceed, 
nor Trial can be had, for that the principal Thief is not to be gotten; notwithflanding that hehkewife Handing 
Perhaps indi&cd at once with die Receiver, being in Rebellion, or in the Woods, where peradventurc he is flain 
before he can be gotten, and fo the Receiver clean acquitted and difcharged of the Crime. By which means the 
Thieves arc greatly encouraged to Heal, and their Maintained cmboldned to receive their Healths, knowing how 
hardly they can be brought to any Trial ofLaw. 

. ExJox. Truly this is a great inconvenience, and a great caufe (as you fay) of the maintenance of Thieves, know- 
ing their Receivers always ready ; for were there no Receivers, there would be no Thieves. But this ( ms ) 
might eafily be provided for by fbme AS of Parliament, that the Receiver being xonvi&cd by good Proofs might 
rcceivehisTrialwithouttheprincipal. '

TheStatutcsof that Realm are not many, and therefore we fhall the fooncr run thorough them : Andyet 
of thofc few, there are impertinent and unneceflary : the which though perhaps at the time of the making of them, 
were very needful; yet now thorough change of time arc clean antiquated, and altogether idle: As that which 
forbiddeth any to wear their beards all on the upper lip, and nbnc under thcChin. Ana that which putteth away 
faffron Shirts and Smocks. And thai which reftraincth the ufeof guilt bridlcsand pctroncls. And that which is 
appointed for the Recorders and Clerks of Dublin and Tredagh, to take but Two pence for the Copy of aPlainr. 
And that which commands Bows and Arrows. And that which makes, that alHrilhmen which (hall converle 
among the Englifti, fliall be taken for fpyes, and lo punched. And that which forbids perfbns amcfhablc to Law, 
to enter and diftrain in the Lands in which they have title, and many other the like Icould rchearle. 

Ettdox. Thefe truly, which yehavcrcpeatcel,lecmvery frivolous and fruitlcls, for by the breach of them, little 
damage or inconvenience can come to the Commonwealth: Neither indeed, if any tranfgrefs them, (hall he feem 
worthy of punifliment, fcarceof blame, laving but for that they abide by that name of Laws. But Laws ought 
to be fuch, as that the keeping of them Ihould be greatly for the behoof of the Commonweal, and the violatingof 
them (houldbcvcryhainous,and(harply punifhablc. But tell us of feme more weighty diflikcs in the Statutes 
than thefe, and that may more bchooftully import the Reformation of them. 

Iren. There is one or two Statutes which make the wrongful diftraining of any mans goods againft the form of 
Common Law, to be Felony. The which Statutes feemfurcly to have been at firft meant for the good of that 
Realm, and for rcftraining of a foul abufe, which then raigncd commonly amongft that people, and yet is not al- 
together laid afide ; That when any one was indebted to another, he would firft demand his debt, andif he were 
not payed, hcwouldftraight goandtakcadiftrefs of his Goods or Cattle, where he could find them, to the value; 
which he would keep till he were fatisficd ; and this the llmple Churl (as they call him ) doth commonly ufe to do : 
yctthorough ignorance of his mifdoing, or evil ufe, that hath long fettled amongft them. But this, though itbe 
' fare moft unlawful, yet furely (mc feems) too hard to make it death, fince there is no purpofe in the party to /teil 
theothcrs goods, or to conceal thcdiftrcls, but doth it openly, for the moft parr, before wmeflcs. And agam, rbc 
fame Statutes are fb flackly penned ( belides the later of them is fo unfenfibly contrived, that it fcarce carntf h any

But there arc fewer remain mg of thc Gauies or Spaniards, than of thc Sctthians bv rc7 
fonthat the parts which they then polTcflcd, lying upon the coaft of thc Wcftern and Southern Sea,' wereY 
thence vifitcd with ftrangers and torraign people, repairing thither for traffick, and for nftW wlucii is very nlcn- 
uful upon thofe coafts: tor thc trade and mtcrdeal of Sea-coaft Nations one withanothcr, workah more civilit/ 
and good fafhions,( all Seamen being naturally delirousof new fafhions,) than amongft the Inland folk which are 
feldom fecn ot_ Forraigncrs ; yet fome of fiich as I have noted, I will recount unto you. And firft I will tbr the 
better credit of thc reft, fhew you one out of their Statutes, among which it is cnaclod, That no man ftnll wear 
his beard, only on the upper lip, (haying all his Chin. And this was the ancient manner of thc Spaniards as vet 
ltisot aUthcA^rAMMMnrtocutofi all their beards clofc, fave only their Mufcbachios, which they wear lone 
And thc caufeof this ufewas, for that they being bred in a hot Countrcy, found much hair on their faces and other 

Ems, to be noyous unto them : for which caufe they did cut it molt away, like as contrarily all other Nations 
rought up in cold Countrcys, do life to nourifh their hair, to keep them thc warmer, which was thc caufe th.it the 
Sc/rA^^andScorr^woreGlibbsCasIfhCTvcdyou) to keep their heads warm, and long beards to defend their 
faces from cold. From thcmalfo(Ithink) came finron Shirts and Smocks, which was deviled by them in thofe 
hot Countrcys, where faffron is very common and rife, for avoidingthat evil which cometh by much fweating 
and long wearing of Linnen : Alio thc Women amongft the old Spaniards had the charge of all houfliold affairs, 
both at home and abroad, ( as Bocmtis writcth ) though now thc Spaniard, ufe it quite otherwile. And fohsvc 
the Irifh \\ r omcn the truft and care of all things, both at home, and in the field. Likewifc round leather Targets 
IS the Spamjb fafhion, who ufed it ( for thc moftpart) painted, which in Ireland they ufcalfbin many places, colou- 
red after their rude fafhion. Moreover thc manner of their Womens riding on thc wrong fide of thcHorfe,I 
mean with their faces towards thc right fide, as the Irifh ufe, is ( as they fay ) old Sfam'jb, and fome fay African, for 
amongftthem thc Women (they fay ) ufe fo to ride: Abo thc deep fmockfleive, which theiri/h Women ufe, 
they fay was old Spanifli, and is ufed yet in Barbary : and yet that fliould icem rather to be an old Englifh fafhion, 
for in Armory the fafhion of thc Manche, which is given in Arms, by many, being indeed nothing elfe but a ileive, 
is fafhioncd much like to that (leive. And that Knights in ancient times ufed to wear their Miftreflcs or Loves 
fleivc, upon their Arms, as appeareth by that which is written of Sir Latmcelot,that hc wore the fleivc of the fan 
Maid of AFtclotb in a Tourney, whereat Queen Gutnever was much difplcafed.

For it hath ever been 
the ufe of the Conqueror, todcf pile the Language of the Conquered, and to force him by all means to learn his • 
bo did the Romans always ule, mfomuch that there isalmoft no Nation in the World, but is fprinklcd with their 
Language. It were good therefore ( mc-fecms ) to fearch out the original caufe of this evil, for the fame being 
difcovcred, a redrefs thereof will the more calily be provided : For I think it very ftrange, that the ExpIM, being 
fo many, and the Irijl. fo few, as they then were lefr,thc fewer ftiould draw the more unto their ufe. 

Am Ifuppofc that the chief caufe of bringing in the Infi Language amongft them, was fpccially their Fo- 
ftenng, and marrying with the Infi, the which are two molt dangerous infections: For firft, the Child that fucketh 
the mftc of the Nurfe, muft of neceflity learn his firft fpcech of her ; the which being the firft inured to his 
tongue, is ever after moft pleafing unto him, in fomuch as though he afterwards be taught Entfifi, yet thefmack 
ofthe firft will always abide with him; and not onely of the Speech, but alfb of the manners and condition,-. 
For befides that young Children be like Apes, which will affc£t and imitate what they fee done before them, 
efpecially by their Nurles, whom they love fo well ; they moreover draw into themfclves, together with their 
fuck, even the nature and difpofition of their Nurfes; for the mind followcth much the temperature of the body, 
and alfb the words are the image of the mind, fb as they proceeding from the mind, the mind muft needs be af- 
fected with the words : Co that the fpcech being Infi, the heart muft needs be Irijli ; for out of the abundance of 
the heart, the tongue fpeaketh. The next is the marrying with the Irijli, which how dangerous a thing it is in 
all Common-wealths, appcareth to every fimplcft fenfe ; and though fbme great ones have perhaps ufed fuch 
Matches with their Vaflals, and have of them ncverthelcfs railed worthy iflue, as Telmon did with Tecmefia> 
Alexander the Great with Roxane, and Julttis Cafar with Cleopatra; yetthcexample is fb peril lot. s, asitisflOtto 
be adventured : for in ftcad of thole few good, I could count unto them infinite many evil. And indeed how can 
fuch Matching fucceed well, feeing that commonly the Child taketh moft of his Nature of the Mother, bclides 
fpcech, manners, and inclination, which are (for the moft part) agreeable to the conditions of their Mothers-; 
for by them they are firft framed and fofliioned, fb as what they receive once from them, they will hardly 
«'Vcr alter forego. Therefore are ihcfc evil cuftoms of foftcring and marrying with the Ir.fi moll carefully to be

BatbcfiJcs thefe two forts of Hills, there were anciently divers Others: for forne were 
railed where there had been a great-Bartel fought, as a Memory or Trophy thereof- Others, as Monume f 
Burials ofthcCarcaffes of all tho/c that Were flafn in any Field, upon whom they did throw fuch round Mount 
as Memorials of them ; and fometimes did caft up great heaps of ftones, (as you may read the like in many p l accs 
of the Scripture) and otherwhiles, they did throw up many round heaps of earth in a circlc,like a Garland or pitch 
many long ftones on end in Compafi, every of which (they fay) betokened lbmc pcrfon of Note, there (lain and 
buried ; for this was their ancient cuftom, before Chriftianity came in amongft them, that Church-yards were 
inclofcd. < 

Eudox. You have very well declared the original of their Mounts and great Stones encompaffed, which fome 
vainly term the old Giants Trtvetts ■ and think that thofc huge Stones would not ellc bc brought into order or 
reared up, without the ftrength of Giants. And others vainly think, that they were never placed there by mans hand 
or art, but onely remained there fb fincc the beginning, and were afterwards difcovcred by thcDcluee and laid 
open as then by the wafiung of the Waters, or other like calualty. But let them dream their own imaginations, to 
pleafe themfelvcs; you have fat is Red me much better, both for that I fee fome confirmation thereof in the Holy 
Writ, and alfo remember that 1 have read in many Hiftories and Chronicles the like Mounts and Stones often- 
times mentioned. ' 

Irtn. There be many great Authorities (I allure you) toprdvc the fame; but as for thefe meetings on Hills, 
whereof we were fpcaking, it is very inconvenient that any fuch ftiould bc permitted. . 

Eudox. But yet it is very needful (mc-thinks) for many other purpofts; as for the Countreys to gather toge- 
ther, when there is any impofinon to be laid upon them, to thewhich they then may all agree at fuch meetings 
to divide upon themfelvcs, according to their holdings and abilities. So as if at thefe AfTemblics, there beany Offi- 
cers, as Conftables, Baylifts, or fuch Tike amongft them, there can be no peril, or doubt of fuch bad pra&ifcs. 

Iren. Neverthclefs, dangerous are fuch Affcmblics, whether for Ccfs or ought clfc; the Conftables and Offi- 
cers being alfo of the Irijhi and if anyof thcEnglijh happen to bethcre,even to them they mayprovc perillous 
Therefore for avoiding of.all fuch evil occalions, they were beft to be abolifhed. 

Eudox. But what is that which you call Cefs? it is a word fure unufed among us here: therefore (1 pray you) 
expound the fame. 

Iren. Cefs is none other than thai which your felf called Impofition, but it is ina kind unacquainted perhaps 
unto you: For there arc Ceflcs of fundry forts; one is, the Ceiling of Soldiers upon theCountrey. For Ireland 
being a Countrcy of War, (as it is handled) and always full of Soldiers, they which have the Government, whe- 
ther they find it the moft cafe to the gulaU Purfe, or the moft ready means at hand for vi&ualling of the Soldier, 
or that ncccflity enforceth them thereunto, do (batter the Army abroad in the Countrey, and place them in Vil- 
lages to take their victuals of them, at fuch vacant times as they lie not in Camp, nor areotherwifc imployed in 
lervice. Another kind of Cefs is, the impofing of Provifion for the Governours Housekeeping, which though 
u be moft necclTary,and be alfb(for avoiding of all the evils formerly therein ufcd)lately brought toa compofiiion j 
y e * lt ' s not without great inconveniences, no lefs than here in England^ or rather much more, The like Cefi is 
alio charged upon the Countrey fometimes, for victualling of the Soldiers, when they liein Garrifon, at fiich 
umes as there is none remaining in the Queens ftorc, or that the fame cannot bc conveniently conveyed to their 
place of Garrifon. But thefe two are not eafijy to bc redrafted, when ncccflity thereto compelleth : but us for the 
former, as it is not neceffary, foit is moft hurtful and offenfivcto the poorCountrcy, and nothing convenient for

Endue Then it (ecmeth,that this Ordinance of Tithing them by the Pole, is not onely fit for the Gentlemen 
but alfb for the Noblemen, whom 1 would have thought to be of lb honourable a mind, as that they {hould not 
need fiich a kind of being bound to their Allegiance, who fhould rather have held in, and (laid all die other from un- 
dutifulncls, than need to bc forced thereunto themfclves. 

Iren, Yea lb it is, Eudoxm ; but becaufe that Noblemen cannot bc Tythed, there being not many Tythings of 
them, and alfb becaufc aBorfbldcr over them Ihould benot onely a great indignity, but alfo a danger to add more 
power to them than they have, or to make one the Commander ot Ten ; 1 hold it meetcr that there were onely 
Sureties taken of them, and one bound for another ; whereby if any (hall fwerve, his Sureties fhall, for fafeguard 
of their Bonds, cither bringJiim in, or fecktofcrvcupon him. And befides this, I would wifli them all to bc iworn 
to her Majcfty, which they never yet were, but at the firlt Creation; and that Oath would fure contain them 
greatly, or the breach of it bring them to fliorter vengeance, for God ufeth to punifh Perjury (harply. So Iread, 
that there was a corporal Oath taken in the Reigns of Edward the Second, and of Henry the Seventh, ( when 
the times were very broken) of all the Lords and beft Gentlemen, of Fealty to the Kings, which now is no left 
needful, becaufe many of them arc fufpc£cd to have taken another Oath privily to tome bad purpofes, and 
thereupon to have received the Sacrament, and been fworn to a Pricft, which they think bindeth them more, 
than their Allegiance to their Prince, or love of their Countrcy. 

Endox. This Ty thing to the common people, and taking Sureties of Lords and Gentlemen, I like very well, 
but that it will bevery troublcfbmc : fhould it not bc as well for to have them all booked, and the Lords and 
Gentlemen to takcall themeaner fort upon themfclves, for they arc beft able to bring them in, whenfocver any 
of them ftartcth out. 

Iren. This indeed (Endoxus) hath been hitherto, and yet is a common order amongft them, to have all the 
people booked by the Lords and Gentlemen; but yet the worft order that ever was devifed : for by this booking 
of men, all thcinferiour fort arc brought under the command of their Lords, and forced to follow them into any 
adion whatfbevcr. Now this you are to undcrftand, that all the Rebellions which you fee from time to time hap- 
pen in Ireland, arc not begun by the common people, but by the Lords and Captains of Countrcys, upon pride 
or wilful obftinacy againll the Government, which whenfocver they will enter into, they draw with them all 
their people and followers, which think themfclves bound to go with them, becaufe they have booked them, and 
undertaken for them. And this is the reafbn that in England you have fuch few bad occafions, by rcafbn that 
the Noblemen, however they fhould happen to be evil difpofed, have no command at all over the Commonalty, 
though dwelling under them, becaufc that every man ftanaeth upon himfelf, and buildeth his fortunes upon hw 
owntaith and firm aflurance. The which this manner of Ty thing the Poles will work alfo in Ireland; for by 
this, the people are broken into many fmall parts, like little ftreams, that they cannot cafily come together into 
one head, which is the principal regard that is to be had in Ireland, to keep them from growing unto fuch a head, 
and adhcreing unto great men. v

Iren. No rimes have been without bad men : But as for that purpofcof thc Council of EwW..W, which you 
fpakeoi, that they fhould keep that Realm from Reformation, I think they are moll lewdly abull-J • "for their 
great carefulnefs, and carneft endeavours do witnclsthc contrary. Neither is it the nature of the Countrey to alter 
mens manners, but thc bad minds of themen, who having been brought upathome under a ftrait rule of duty 
and obedience, being always reftrained by iliarp penalties from lewd behaviour, (btoOn as they come thither 
where they fee Laws more Hackly tended, and thc hard rcftraint which they were uled unto, now flacked they 
grow more loole andcarelefs of their duty : and as it is thc nature of all men to love liberty, lb they become ii it 
Libertines, and fall to all licentioufnefs, more boldly during to dilbbey thc Law, through the preemption of favour 
and friendfhip, than any Irifh darcth. 

Eudox. Then if that be (b, (mcthinksjyourlatcadvifement was very evil, whereby youwiflied thc Injh to be 

fbwed and lpnnklcd with Effgiijh, and in all the Irifo, Counrreys to have Enghjh planted amongft them, for to 
bring thereto Enghjl: fafliions, fince thc Englijh looncr draw to the Irijh, than the Inflj to thc Engltjb; Vor as 
you laid before, it they mult run with thc ltream, thc greater number will carry away the left. Therefore ( mc- 
thinks) by this rcafon it fliould be better to part the Irijh and Eifg/i/b, than to mingle them toe/ether. 

Iren. Not fb, Eudoxus ; but where there is no good ftay of Government, and itrong Ordinances to hold them, 
there indeed rhc fewer follow thc more; but where there is due order of difcipline and good rule, there thc better 
(hall go forcmoft,and thc worlt fliall follow. And therefore now, fince Ireland is full of her own Nation that 
ought not to be rooted our, and ibmewhat ftorcd with Englifl* already, and more to be,' 1 think it beft, by an 
union of manners, and conformity of minds, to bring them to be one people, and to put away the diflikeful 
conceit both of thc one and thc other, which will be by no means better, than by this intermingling of them*

Ettdox. What do you mean by your Hundred, and what by your Borough? By that that I have read in an- 
cient Records of Enqland, an Hundred did contain an Hundred Villages, or, as fbmefay, an Hundred Plough- 
lands, being the fame which the Saxons cdlcd Cantred; thc which Cantred, as I find ic recorded in the black Book 
ot f the Excheyucr.of] Ireland, did contain xxx.I r rilatas terr<£, which fomc call, Quarters of Land; and every 
Villataczn maintain 400 Cows in Pafture, and the 400 Cows to be divided into four Herds, (bas none of them 
fhallcomc near other : every Vsllata containing 1 8 Plow-lands, as is thcrefct down. And by that which I have 
readof a Borough, it figniHeth a Free-town, which had a principal Officer, called a Head-borough, to bcconK 
Ruler, and undertake for all the dwellers under him, having tor the fame,Franchiles and Priviledges granted them 
by the King, whereof it Was called a Free-Borough, and ot thc Lawyers Franc's plegwm*

Inn. I know it is, and needfully to healed, but I do not mean to allow any of thofcablc bodied, winch arc able 
to ulc bodily labour, to follow a few Cows grazing. But fuch impotent pcriuns, as being unablpVor ftronc tr 
vail, are yet able to drive Cattle to and fro to their pafturc; for this keeping of Cows, is of it felE a very idle Iik 
andafitnuricryforaThief. For which caule( you remember; I difiikcd the /ri/t manner of keeping ihofc m 
Summer upon the Mountains, and living after that lavage fort. But if they will nlgates feed nun/ Cattle or 
keep them on the Mountains, let them make Ibrac Towns near to the Mountains fide, where they may dwell 
thcr with neighbours, and be convedant in the view of the world. And to lay truth, though Ireland W by na- 
ture counted a great foyl of palturc, yet had I rather have fev/er Cows kept, and mch better mannered, than to 
have llich huge incrcale of Cattle, and noincreaie of good conditions. I would therefore wilh that, there Wert 
lome Ordinances made amongft them, that wholoever keepeth twenty I^inc, (hould keep a Plough going for 
otherwile all men would fall to Pafturagc, and none to Husbandry, which is a great caule of thisdeanhnow in 
£»g/jx»^,andi:icau(cof the ufual Healths in Inland: For look into all Countreys that live in fuch fort by keepmc 
of Cattle, and you (hall find that they arc both very barbarous and uncivil, and alio greatly given to War. The 
Tartarian^ the Adttfcovitcs, thcNonvegians> the Gothcs, the Armenians, and many other do witness the fame. And 
therefore fince now we purpofc to draw thclnfl) from defire of War and Tumults, to the love of peace and civili- 
ty, it is expedient to abridge their great cuftomc of hardning, and augment their trade of Tillage and Husban- 
dry, As tor other Occupations and Trades, they need not be inforccd to, out every nun to be bound only to ful- 
low one that he thinks himfelf apteftfor. For other Trades of Artificers will be occupied for very ncceiiity, and 
contained ufc of them; and fo likewile will Merchandise forthc gain thereof: But Learning and bringing 
up in Liberal Sciences will not come of it felf, but mull bc drawn on with ftrcight Laws and Ordinances. And 
therefore it were meet that fuch an Act were ordained, that all the Sons of Lords, Gentlemen, and fuch others .is 
are able to bring them up in Learning, fhould be trained up therein from their Child-hoods; and for tli.it end, 
every Parilh fhouldbc forced to keep a Petty School-mafter, adjoyningunto the Parilh Church, to be the more 
in view, which ihould bring up their Children in the firft Elements of Letters : and that in every Country or 
Baronry, they fhouki keep another able School-mafter, which fhould inftruct them in Grammar, and in the Prin- 
ciples of Sciences, to whom they fliould bc compelled to fend their Youth to bc difciplincd, whereby they will m 
fhort fpace grow up to that civil conversion, that both the Children will loath their former rudenefs in which 
they were bred, and alio their Parents will even by the cnfamplcof their voung Children, perceive the foulnefi 
of their own behaviour, compared to theirs.

And therefore I do ftill expe& that you fhould coi 
thereunto, and fet (bmcorder for reformation of Religion, which is firft to be rcfpc&cd ; according to the faying 
of CHRI ST, Sctk firft the kingdom of Heaven^ and she rigbtcoti/ncfe thereof. 

Irtn. I have in mind lb to do ; but let me ( I pray you ) hrft iinifh that which I had in hand, whereby all the 
Ordinances which lhall afterwards be fet for Religion, may abide the more firmly, and be oblerved more dili- 
gently. Now that this People is thus Tythed and Ordered, and every one bound unto fbme* honeft Trade 
oflitr, which fhall be particularly cntred and letdown in the Tytliing-Book j yet perhaps there will be fbme 
ftraglcrsand runagates, which will not of themfelves come in, and yield themielves to this Order, and yet after 
the well finishing of the prefent War, and eftablifliing of the Garrifons in all ftrong places of the Country, 
where there wonted refuge was moft, I fuppofe there will few Handout; or it they do, they will ftiortJy ;

I delight not to lay open the blames of great Magiftratcs to the rebuke of the Work!, 
and therefore their Reformat ton I will not meddle with, but leave unto the wiQom of greater 
heads to be confidcred j only thus much I will ipcak generally thereof, to fatisfic your driirc, 
that thc Government and chief Magiftracy, I wifli to continue as it doth ; to wit, that it be 
ruled by a Lord Deputy or Jufticc, for that it is a very fafc kind of rule; but thcrc-withall I 
wifli that over him there were placed alfo a Lord Lieutenant, of fbmc of the grcateft pcrfona- 
ges in England: fuch a one I could name , upon whom thc eye of all England is fixed, and our 
la(t hopes now reft ; who being intituled with that Dignity, and being here always refident; 
may back and defend thc good courfc of that Government again (I all maligncrs, which elfe 
will through their cunning working under hand, deprave and pull back whatever thing (hall 
be begun or intended there, as we commonly fce by experience at this day, to thc utter ruinc 
and dclblation of that poor Realm, and this Lieutenancy Ihould be no difcountcnancing of thc 
Lord Deputy ; but rather a ftrengthning of all his doings, tor now thc chief evil in that Go- 
vernment is, that no Govcrnour is fuffercd to goon with any one courfc, but upon thc lead in- 
formation here, of this or that, he is cither flopped and eroded, or other courfes appointed him 
from hence which he fhall run, which how inconvenient it is, is at this hour too well felt : And 
therefore this Ihould be one principal in thc appointing of the Lord Deputies Authority, that it 
fliould be more ample and abfblute than it is, and that he fhould havcuncontroulcd power, to do 
any thing, that he with thcadvifcmentof the Council fhould think meet to be-done: For it is 
not poifiblc for the Council here, to direct a Government there, who fhall be forced oftentimes 
to follow thc neccflity of prcfent a&ions, and to take the fuddain advantage of time, which be- 
ing once loft will not be recovered, whilft through cxpc&ing direction from hence, the delayes 
whereof arc oftentimes through other greater aftairs mod irkfbmc; thc opportunities there in 
thc mean time pafs away, and great danger often growcth, which by fuch timclv prevention 
mightcafily be flopped: And this (IrcmcmbcrJ is worthily obferved by Machiavel in his 
dilcourles upon IJvie, where he commendeth thc manner of the Rowans Government, in giving 
abfbluic power to all their Counccllors and Govcrnours, which if they abufed, they Ihould af- 
terwards dearly anfwer: And the contrary thereof he reprehendeth in thc States of Veme^ot 
F^«a',andmanyothcrprincipaliticsof Italy : who ufe to limit their chief Officers fo ftri&ly,
